Japanese delegates at Versailles

to sign the treaty unless the allied 
treaty provisions regarding shan­ 
tung were adhered to.

ing expressed the view it was ex­ 
pedient to yield on S ha titling so as 
to have Japan as a member of the 
Lea gin' of Nations.

Immediately after Speaker Gillett 
announced the result amid the ap­ 
plause of supporters of the daylight 
saving law the bill was referred 
back to the agricultural commit­ 
tee©, which will meet probably to­ 
morrow, so the rider would be elim­ 
inated. 
Because of the house action the 
senate will not have opportunity to 
attempt passage of the bill over the 
president's veto.

The house vote did not divide 
along political lines, the proponents 
of the repeal 
being those 
repre­

St. 
Louis time) 
completing 
her 
round trip from the British Isles to 
the Knifed Slates and return.

left Mineola. Long Island, at mid­ 
night last Wednesday. 
The R-34 poked her nose out of 
clouds northeast of the village, and. 
after circling the flying field three 
times, glided gently to the ground 
and IO minutes later was housed in 
the dirigible 
shed. 
The 
voyage 
from Long Island was without par­ 
ticular incident and was completed 
in approximately 75 hours. 
Soon after daybreak 400 men sta­ 
tioned at the airdome were roused 
from their sleep to prepare for the 
landing.
